THE SOUTHERN PRESS ON ‘THE SIT- 
UATION. | :, 

Shall the Southern press or the main 
body of the Southerners in Congress be re- 
garded as giving the more correct expression 
of the feeling predominant among the South- 
ern people? The inquiry is. pertinent. 
Distasteful as it is, injurious‘as it. must be 
to the public interest, an. angry. sectional 
controversy seems to be imminent. , The 
debates in the House partook largely of. athe 
sectional spirit,.and- that spirit is. still 
more conspicuous in the yet. unfinished 
discussion in the Senate.. From our 
point of view, the responsibility. for 
this unwelcome state of things does. not 
admit of doubt. The controveray has been 
forced upon the North by Representatives 
and Senators purporting to speak in behalf 
of the South or “by its Bourbon advocates 
from other parts of the Union. Their ex- 
position of extreme States’ right principles, 
their hostility to Federal authority, their 
avowed determination to use the power of the 
Government for the execution of their plans, 
their arrogance’and ill-temper,—all helped 
to precipitate the quarrel and to invest 
it with the ugly featares ‘which it wears. 
Now and then moderate counsels have been 
heard, and correspondents have reported 
uneasiness in cértain Southern circles 
respecting the effect upon the fature, But 





the Sonthern moderates in Congress are 


either too few to make their influence felt 
or are deficient in courage when the oppor- 
tunity comes for resisting the action of the 
violent portion of their party. Gradually 
but inevitably, then, the North—judging 
of the South by its represen in. Con- 
grese—has been forced to the conclusion 
‘that irritating sectional questions, which 
dave been popularly believed to be dead, are 
‘destined again to figure conspicuously in 
political campaigns.

THE CONDITION OF REDEMPTION, 


On-the 16th of this month the Senate, on 
motion of Mr, IngaLis, of Kansas, passed 
the following resolution : 


- Resolved, That’ the Hee of the Treasury bé 
ulewenrts rem vom as 
legal-tender notes of the United States hgve been 
presented and redeemed in coin since Jan. 1, 1879; 
and also what amount of coin he considers himself 
authorized to retaiz in the Treasury for the purpose 
of maintaining resumption of specie payments under 
the provisions of the act of Jan. 14, 1875. ° 

The resolution divides itself into two in- 
quiries, the first as to a matter of fact, the 
second as to a matter of opinion. _ It is very 
natural that the first inquiry should have 
been entertained, for, though the country 
has been kept informed, from day to day, 
by the New-York press, of the exact amount 
of greenbacks redeemed, as well as 
the amount. of -gold presented in ex- 
change for greenbacks, a summary state- 
ment: of the net result of redemption 
has a certain interest. The Secretary sent 
a@ very prompt reply to the resolution, 
which was received and laid before the Sen- 
ate yesterday. In it he stated ‘that there 
has been redeemed in coin since Jan. 1, 
1879, of legal-tender notes, an amount of 
$4,133,513.” This is an average of only a 
trifle over $35,000 a day for business days, 
or one-thousandth of one per cent. per 
diem of the greenbacks outstanding. It 
does. not appear in the Secretary's 
statement whether this is the net amount 
‘of gold paid out over and abdve what’ was: 
received in’ exchange for gteenbacks. 7," 
instead, it be'the gross amount of gold paid 
for the redemption of the notes, then the 
actual operation of redemption is still more

THE ISTHMUS ROUTES. 

_ ‘The congress which is now deliberating 
in Paris upon the project of connecting the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans by # ship-canal 
across the isthmus is composed mainly of’ 
men whose minds are already made up in 
regard to its feasibility. Many of them 
have taken part in surveys, or have made a 
careful examination of the work of others ; 
some of then have cherished a faith in the 
enterprise for many years, and spent not a 
little of their energy and their méans in of- 
forts to develop it into life ; some hold con-. 
cessions from the local Governments, and 
are actively engaged in promoting. one 
ea 8 another for the actual undertak- 

Most, if not all, of them are men. who 
va: Feat The question with them is 
not, shall it {be done? but how and 
where? The chief question relates to the 
route to be selected. There seems to be no 
wavering in the belief that the isthmus can 
and must be severed to complete the belt of 
navigation about the world. The Suez Ca- 
nal has cut off the huge obstruction of the 
African continent, and now the Darien or the‘ 
Nicaraguan Canal must leave ‘South Amen- 





‘oa out of the pathway of commerce to and 


‘from’ the Indies, a direct route to which 
was the object of the original quest of Co- 
Lupus and the early navigators. 

This confident faith is an important ele- 
ment in the enterprise, and who shall say it 
is not well founded ? It is more gigantic than 
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ten miles in length. The small temnant of 
the distance presents no great difficulties. 

The only locks required would be a tide 

lock at either end of the canal to prevent 

disturbance of the jrater by the rushing of 
the tide, which rises violently to an inordi- 
nate height on the San Blas side. This 
tunnel would be a herculean- work, but not 
‘beyond human achiévement. Its length 
would hardly be greater than that of the 
Bt. Gothard Railway, now in course of con- 
struction, but the calibre would be beyond 
all previous conception, about a hundred 
feet in width, with twenty-five feet , of 
depth below the water surface, and eighty 
or ninety of height above it. 

Passing over the Panama routes near the 
railway, which seem hardly to be con- 
sidered, we come to the Nicaragua line, in- 
volving a river which must be improved and 
ascended by the aid of locks, a lake easily 
crossed, and the western ridge of sixteen 
miles, which must be overcome by # canal, 
with locks and a comparatively short tunnel. 
The engineering difficulties of this line are 
generally regarded as smaller than those of 
any other, but the huge locks are objection- 
able, and the time of passage would be five or 
six days, as against as many hours at San 
Blas. Besides, there are no good harbors 
on either side. The cost of the various 
enterprises is placed approximately at 
$100,000,000, but that of any one would 
probably exceed the sum, possibly amount 
to double. The choice of the congress ap- 
pears at this moment to lie between the San 
Blas route, with its enormous tunnel, and 
the Nicaragua, with its long succession of 
locks on. both. ‘of the lake.

The last number of the London Economist 
gives an interesting and, as it would seem, very care- 
ful eomparison between farming in England and 
farming in America. In England, one acre yields on 
an average thirty bushels of wheat, while in America 
it yields on an average only thirteen. The American 
farmer must, consequently, cultivate two and a half 
acres in order to produce the same quantity of wheat 
as the English farmer raises on one acre. How is it, 
then, the paper asks, that the American farmer 
can, nevertheless, not only compete with the 
English farmet, but even beat him in 
his own market? The answer which first 
presents. itself to this question is the 
enormous difference of rent in. England and 
America, but this difference is, as the paper shows, 
nearly, if not altogether, obliterated by the cost of 
transportation from the Western fields to the Eng- 
lsh market. .The real advantage which the Ameri- 
ean farmer has over the English lies in the cheap- 
ness of the cultivation, While the American soil 
needs little, if any manure at all in order to yield an 
average harvest year after year, the English farmer 
must apply a heavy quantity of costly, artificial 
manure to the soil every year, if he simply ex 
pests to have an average yield, and a similar 
cheapness reappears nearly at every point of the 
cultivation, excepting, perhaps, only that of labor. 
In the settlements along the Red River in Northern 
Minnesota a plow may be run through the soft, 
alluvial soll for more than fifty miles in a straight 
line without encountering a stone, .a tree, ora hill, 
a feature to which England mo oo faint- 
est approach.
